SEIZE ALLEGED 


FIND GIRL AT LAST. 


Authorities Take Child Brought 


Ransom of $200,000 Is Said Be: Have 
Been Demanded: 


A fair haired Danish girl of 5 years slept 
last night in the county jail, the object of 
the solicitude of two governments, 

In the jail also were locked William Jensen 
and his wife, charged with kidnaping the 
child and demanding $200,000 ransom for her. 
e girl’s name is Elsie Gellert. 
ensens were arraigned yesterday be- 
fore United States Commissioner Mark A. 
Foote, and in the afternoon he announced he 
would deliver his judgment today. It is 
expected the child will be returned at once 
to its parents, who for two years have ‘been 
searching for the alleged kidnapers. 


Found in Halsted Street. 

The Jensens-and the child were found yes- 
terday at 865 North Halsted street, and at

Story by Detectives. 

The story told by the detectives and sup- 
ported by numerous telegrams, contracts, 
and letters is an exciting one. According to 
this M. Gillert, father of the child, is one 
of the richest men of Denmark, an intimate 
friend of the king, and makes his home upon 
a magnificent estate at Friderica, In 1902 he 
had-one daughter, Elsie, who was 3 years old. 
He had a valet of the name of Jensen, and

There was some trouble 
and both aurse and valet decided to leave the 
country. At that time Mrs. Gillert was ill 
and the little girl was almost entirely in the 
charge of the ntrse.

3 Loubet has inaugurated the ex- 
cellent’ practice of signalizing France's na- 
tional holiday, namely July 14, by granting 
a number of pardons, the beneficiaries of the 
executive clemency this year, who were re- 
stored to liberty the other day by virtue of 
this amnesty, numbering nearly 1,000. Pres- 
ident Loubet grants few or no remissions of 
sentences at ether times. All recommenda- 
tions for mercy are now submitted to him 
with a view to being acted upon by him on 
the national festival, and the pardons which 
he concedes are all made known on the morn- 
ing of July 14. 

This is an example which it might be worth 
while to adopt in this country. Were the 
president of the republic and the governors 
of the various*states, instead of issuing par- 
dons at all sorts of odd times, to hold them 
all for Independence day and to celebrate 
July 4 by decreeing on that date the restor- 


‘ation to freedom of all those deserving of 


clemency the birthday of the United States 
would receive a still greater significance, 
would secure a yet stronger hold upon the 
feelings of the people than it enjoys at pres- 
ent. Clemency is one of the grandest pre- 
rogatives of sovereignty, and inasmuch as 
the latter is exercised in this country by the 
people, it would be most appropriate that the 
anniversary of the day on which they became 
invested with this sovereignty, namely July 
4, should be still further hallowed by the ex- 
ercise of the right of pardon through their 
representatives, the president of the ‘United 
States and pi governors of states. 

Nowhere, save in the sister republic of 
France, is the national fete day thus cele- 
brated. In Spain, however, Good Friday is 
invariably signalized by the sovereign in this 
fashion. The choice of this particular day 
dates back to Mosaical times. The Hebrews, | 
it may be remembered, were in the habit 
at Passover in 


the popular choice at the time of the cruci- 
fixion lying between Christ and Barabbas. 
“Their most catholic majesties —for that 
is the correct title of the rulers of Spain— 
adopted a similar method of celebrating 
Good Friday. Until the reign of Queen 
Isabella II. only one sentence was remitted 
on that day. Several papers were, however, 
prepared and folded, each one containing a 
name. They were placed promiscuously on 
a large silver salver, and that criminal was 
reprieved, on whose paper the royal hand 
rested, the others obtaining no benefit. The 
anxiety of all those whose names were given 
for this purpose and the bitter disappoint- 
ment of the unsuccessful may be better im- 
agined than described. 

Shortly after Queen Isabella attained her 
majority, the court was gathered in the 
palace chapel for the celebration of G 
Friday. The time of the adoration of the 
cross has come. The young queen knelt 
before the crucifix, the salver with the sev- 
eral papers was presented, and all watched 
for her majesty to touch one and repeat 
the traditional words: “Yo te perdono, 
yasi Dios me perdone.” (May God pardon 
me as I pardon you.“) But with tears in her 
eyes and her heart full of pity, regardless 
of tradition, she stretched forth both her 
hands, brought all the papers together, and 
in a broken voice exclaimed: “ Yo os per- 
dono a todos, a todos, yasi Dios me perdone.“ 
(“ May God pardon me as I pardon you all, 
all.“) Since that time a dozen or two par- 
dons and remissions bf capital sentences are 
granted by the aover sign on every Good 
Friday at Madrid.

Treaty of Paris, Made in 1856, and Treaty. of London 5 
3535 1871 ‘Clear on Points Now Raised.

government to press Russia for definite as-

The question 
is of great Importance, as it is known that a 
few days ago four Russian battleships were 
making preparations to pass the straits from 


the Black sea into the Mediterranean, dis-

In addition 
to these vessels others of the volunteer fleet 
were to follow or precede them. 
The dispatch of these ships through the 
Bosporus and Dardanelles would have been 
a distinct violation of existing treaties... To 
understand this it is Important to know what 
these treaties are. 3 
First Treaty in 18586. 
After the Crimean war, by the treaty of 


Paris, concluded in 1856, it was laid down in 
article XI. that “the Black sea is neutral- 


ized; its waters and its ports, thrown open 


to the mercantile marine of every nation, are 
formally and in perpetuity interdicted to 
the flag of war either of the powers pos- 
sessing its coasts or of any other power,“ 
thus forbidding the maintenance either ot 
Russian or Turkish fleets in the Black sea. 
Article XIII. of the same treaty laid down 
that neither Russia nor Turkey was to have 
dockyards in the Black sea. 

A convention, annexed to the treaty and 
having the same force as its previsions, de- 
clared in its first article that the sultan would 
allow no foreign warships to pass the Bos- 
porus or Dardanelles in time of peace. As 
there was no Russian navy in the Black sea 
it was not then needful to consider the pos- 
sibility of Russian warships demanding a 
passage in time of war. The second article
